Prosecution Status 

In light of applicant's remarks after final rejection and the subsequent Examiner's 
Amendment herein, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. 
The status of the claims is as follows: 

Claims 32-36 and 38-40 are pending.

price, said certificate comprising an authorization code having at least one characteristic 
that identifies said intermediate purchaser; 

providing said certificate in a physical form to said intermediate purchaser; 

receiving , by a computing system connected to a computing network, entry of 
said authorization code on a web site via which said online product can be obtained, 
wherein said authorization code is entered on said web site by a user that bought from 
said intermediate purchaser one of the at least one certificate at a second price that is 
greater than the first price; 

determining the identity of said intermediate purchaser from the authorization 
code received from said user; and 

upon granting authorization access to said user in response to entry of said 
authorization code, generating , by the computing system connected to a computing 
network, an on-line memorial for a deceased person. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed towards a method which provides a certificate 
for purchasing an online memorial for a deceased person. Independent claim 32 
teaches the novel features of: providing a physical certificate comprising an 
authorization code to a purchaser, then receiving, by a computing system connected to 
a computing network, entry of said authorization code on a web site via which said 
online product can be obtained, wherein said authorization code is entered on said web 
site by a user that bought from said intermediate purchaser one of the at least one 
certificate at a second price that is greater than the first price: subsequently 
determining the identity of said intermediate purchaser from the authorization code 
received from said user: and finally, upon granting authorization access to said user in 
response to entry of said authorization code, generating, by the computing system 
connected to a computing network, an on-line memorial for a deceased person. 
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The following reference has been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention(s). The prior art generally relates to gift certificates/cards renewable 
online and online products and services related to funeral services. Messner (US 
6370514 B1 ; previously cited) discloses a for marketing and redeeming vouchers for 
online purchases. Messner does not anticipate nor render obvious providing a physical 
certificate comprising an authorization code to a purchaser, then receiving, by a 
computing system connected to a computing network, entry of said authorization code 
on a web site via which said online product can be obtained, wherein said authorization 
code is entered on said web site by a user that bought from said intermediate purchaser 
one of the at least one certificate at a second price that is greater than the first price: 
subsequently determining the identity of said intermediate purchaser from the 
authorization code received from said user: and finally, upon granting authorization 
access to said user in response to entry of said authorization code, generating, by the 
computing system connected to a computing network, an on-line memorial for a 
deceased person.
